WHAT IS RELAPSE? 


Relapse is not just the 
cessation of abstinence from a 
chemical, it is a process that 
begins with changes in the 
behavior and thinking of the 
chemically dependent 
individual. These changes are 
the components of the relapse 
process and serve as warnings 
that recovery is being 
threatened. Gorski and Miller 
describe in Staying Sober - A 
Guide for Relapse Prevention, the 
eleven phases of relapse. 


Phase 1 

The individual experiences the 
inability to function normally, 
evidenced by problems with 
memory, emotional lability and 
cognition. 


Phase 2 

Denial, the hallmark of 
addiction, returns, wherein the 
individual is unable to 
identify what is being 
experienced, and is unable to 
share these thoughts/feelings 
with others. 


Phase 3 

Avoidant and defensive 
behaviors are observable in the 
individual, particularly 


compulsive and impulsive acts. 
Isolation increases and he/she 


appears to be more concerned 
about others' recovery programs 
than his/her own. 


Phase 4 

Problems in the individuals' 
major life areas appear, 
depression becomes noticeable. 


Phase 5 

External factors, such as 
wishful thinking, daydreaming, 
feelings of failure appear to 
control the behavior/cognition 
of the individual. 


Phase 6 
Increased irritability and 
unclear thinking with 


inappropriate actions on the 


part of the individual 
increase. 

Phase 7 

Depressive symptoms are 


noticeable during this phase. 


Phase 8 
Chaos increases, but the 
individual continues in denial. 


Phase 9 

Thoughts of using/drinking 
occur, as do thoughts of self 
pity, and loss of self 
confidence. 


Phase _ 10 

Suicide, going insane, or 
using/drinking appear to be the 
only options to the individual. 


Phase 11 
Use of the chemical occurs with 
the initial intent being 


controlled use. This quickly 
leads to total loss of control, 
as feelings of guilt and shame 
occur. 


Gorski and Miller cite the 
steps of relapse prevention: 
stabilization; self-assessment; 
relapse education; warning sign 
identification; warning sign 
management; inventory training; 
recovery program review; 
significant other involvement 
and follow-up.

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MISSOURI STATE BOARD OF 
NURSING'S POSITION 
STATEMENT ON NURSES' 
PARTICIPATION IN CAPITAL 
PUNISHMENT 


During the February 1995 Board 
meeting, the members of the 
Board voted to adopt’ the 
following position statement 
regarding nurses' participation 
in capital punishment. The 
position statement is a result 
of the Board of Nursing's Task 
Force on Nursing Ethics: 


The goals of nursing are the 


promotion, maintenance, and 
restoration of health, the 
prevention of illness, and the 
alleviation of suffering(1). The 


social contract between nursing and 
society to meet these goals is 
based upon a code of ethics that is 
grounded in the basic’ ethical 
principles of respect for persons, 
the non-infliction of harm, and 
fidelity to recipients of nursing 
care (2). These principles command 


that nurses protect or preserve 
life, avoid doing harm, and create 
a relationship of trust and loyalty 
with recipients of nursing actions. 
Regardless of the personal opinion 
of the nurse on the moral 
appropriateness of capital 
punishment, either generally or 
specifically, it is a breach of the 
ethical tradition of nursing, and 
its Code for Nurses, to participate 
in taking human life through a 


legally authorized civil or 
military execution (3,4). 
Participation includes the 


preparation for and the execution 
of prisoners by such activities as 


assessment, supervision, or 
monitoring of the procedure or the 
prisoner; procurement or 


preparation of the drugs or 
solution; insertion of intravenous 
lines; or injections of the lethal 
solution. The performance of such 
activities are a part of the total 
act and as such these discreet 
actions are not ethically 
neutral (5).

MANDATORY REPORTING RULE 
4 CSR 200-4.040 


PURPOSE: This rule establishes 
a procedure and guidelines 
regarding reports required from 
hospitals or ambulatory 
surgical centers by section 
383.133, RSMo concerning any 
final disciplinary action 
against a nurse licensed under 
Chapter 335, RSMo, or the 
voluntary resignation of any 
such nurse. 


(1) The Missouri State Board 
of Nursing shall receive 
and process any report 
from a hospital or 


(2) 


ambulatory surgical 
center concerning any 
final disciplinary action 
against a nurse licensed 
under Chapter 335, RSMo 
or the voluntary 
resignation of any such 


nurse against whom any 
complaints or reports 
have been made which 
might have led to 


disciplinary action. 


Reports to the Board 
shall be in writing and 
shall comply with the 
minimum requirements as 
set forth in section 
383.133.2, RSMo and this 
rule. The information 
shall include, but not be 
limited to: 


(A) The name address and 
telephone number of 


the person making 
the report; 
(B) The name, address 


and telephone number 
of the person who is 
the subject of the 
report; 

(C) A brief description 
of the facts which 


gave rise to the 
issuance of the 
report, including 
the dates of 
occurrence deemed to 
necessitate the 
filing of the 
report; 


(D) If court action is 
involved and known 
to the reporting

agent, the identity 
of the court, 
including the date 
of filing and the 
docket number of the 
action; 

(E) A statement as to 
what final action 
was taken by the 
institution; and 

(F) The Missouri State 
Board of Nursing 
will assume that all 


reports received 
from hospitals or 
ambulatory surgical 
centers will be 
treated as under 
section 383.133, 
RSMo. 

Any activity that is 


construed to be a cause 
for disciplinary action 
according to section 
335.066, RSMo shall be 
deemed reportable to the 
Board. Nothing in this 
rule shall be construed 
as limiting or 
prohibiting any person 
from reporting a 
violation of the Nursing 
Practice Act directly to 
the Missouri State Board 
of Nursing. 


In cases where a nurse 
voluntarily submits to an 
employee assistance 
program or to a 
rehabilitation program 
for alcohol or drug 
impairment, this action 
is exempt from the

reporting requirement; 
provided that 
participation in the 
employee assistance 
program or rehabilitation 
program is a part of the 
nurse's contract with the 
nurse's current employer. 


In response to a written 
or verbal inquiry from a 
hospital or ambulatory 
surgical center regarding 
reports received by the 


Board on a specific 
nurse, the Board shall 
provide the following 


information: 


(A) Whether any reports 
have been received; 

(B) The nature of each 
report; and 

(C) The action which the 
Board took on each 
report or if the 


Board has taken 
action on the 
report. 
Each report received 
shall be acknowledged in 
writing. The 
acknowledgment shall 


state that the report is 
being reviewed by the 
Board or is being 
investigated and shall be 
referred to the Board or 
an appropriate Board 
subcommittee for 
consideration. The 
institution subsequently 
shall be informed in 
writing as to whether the 
report has been dismissed 


by the Board, is being 
referred to legal counsel 
for filing with the 


Administrative Hearing 
Commission or for other 
legal action. The 
institution may be 


notified of the ultimate 
disposition of the report 
excluding judicial 
appeals.

WHO AND WHAT IS THE 
NATIONAL COUNCIL? 


For many years, representatives 
of state boards of nursing met 
as a council within the 
American Nurses' Association 
(ANA). Various ANA committees 
and councils examined the 
regulatory needs of the nursing 
profession and, due to concern 
about potential conflicts of 
interest as well as often heard 
criticisms that professional 
boards primarily serve the 
interests of the profession 
they purport to regulate, the 
National Council of State 
Boards of Nursing was created 
as a separate entity on June 5, 
1978. 


PURPOSE 


The National Council was 


organized as a not-for-profit 
organization whose purpose is: 


"To provide an organization through 
which boards of nursing act and 
counsel together on matters of 
common interest and concern 
affecting the public health, safety 
and welfare, including the 
development of licensing 
examinations in nursing." 


FUNCTION 


The major functions of the 
National Council include 
developing the NCLEX-RN and the 
NCLEX-PN, performing policy 
analysis and promoting 
uniformity in relationship to 
the regulation of nursing 
practice, disseminating data 
related to the licensure of 
nurses, conducting research 
pertinent to the National 
Council's purpose, and serving 
as a forum for information 
exchange for National Council's 
member boards of nursing. 


LOCATION 


The National Council was 
initially headquartered in 
Madison, Wisconsin, but the 
need for greater centralized 
member access instigated a move 
to Chicago, Illinois, in 1980, 
where the organization is still 
located.

WHAT IS THE STRUCTURE OF THE 
NATIONAL COUNCIL? 


COUNCIL? 
TESTING 


Under the guidance of its 
membership, the National 
Council has developed two 
licensure examinations used by 
its Member Boards to test the 
entry-level nursing competence 
of candidates for licensure as 
registered nurses and as 
licensed practical/vocational 
nurses. These examinations, 
the NCLEX-RN and the NCLEX-PN, 
are administered with the 
contractual assistance of a 
national testing service. In 
addition, the National Council 
has developed and owns a 
competency evaluation program 
for nurse aides, commonly 
referred to as the NACEP.. 


PUBLIC POLICY 


The National Council maintains 
a national disciplinary data 
bank which houses the names of 
nurses who have had 
disciplinary action taken on 
their license. Member Boards 
utilize this service during the 
licensing process to ensure 
that the safety of the public 
is protected. Additionally, 
the National Council develops 
and disseminates position 
papers and models, as well as 
monitors and analyzes trends 
and issues that are related to 
the regulation of nursing 
practice and education. 


Delegate Assembl 


The policy-making body of the 
National Council is its 
Delegate Assembly, composed of 
two representatives from each 
member board of nursing. 
Member Boards are divided into 
four geographical areas of the 
nation, referred to as Area I, 
the western states; Area II, 
the Midwest; Area III, the 
southeast; and Area IV, the 
northeast. 


Once a year, delegates from the 
Member Boards convene in a 
Delegate Assembly to determine 
the direction and policies of 
the National Council and to 
elect individuals to the 
National Council's Board of 
Directors. 


Committees 


Most of the National Council's 
objectives are accomplished 
through the committee process. 
Committee membership is 
available to all current 
members and staff of National 
Council's member boards of 
nursing. An effort is made to 
achieve balanced representation 
whenever possible, among Area, 


staff and board members, 
registered and licensed 
practical/vocational nurses, 
and consumers. Committee

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NON-SUFFICIENT FUNDS 
CHECKS 


When a nurse issues a check for 
licensure on an account with 
insufficient funds, for 
whatever reason, the license 
issued in good faith becomes 
invalid immediately upon board 
office notification, The 


license then remains invalid 
until such time as it is paid 
for in full, which includes the 
renewal fee and penalty for NSF 
check. In matters concerning 
license renewal, when NSF 
checks are issued, the renewed 
license becomes null and void. 
This becomes a very serious 
matter in that the nurse is 
then considered, from a legal 
perspective, practicing on a 
lapsed license. The licensee, 
in these circumstances, should 
not practice nursing until the 
license is paid for in full; 
this includes the renewal fee, 
late fee since the deadline for 
renewal has passed and penalty 
for NSF check. Furthermore, if 
the licensee has worked on a 


lapsed license, addition 
disciplinary action may be 
taken.

UNCOLLECTIBLE POLICY 


At the January, 1994 Board 
meeting, a motion was made, 
seconded, and passed to revise 
the uncollectible policy from 
"30 days to 20 days" as the 
time frame that acceptable 
repayment for an uncollectible 
instrument must be received in 
our office after notification 
has been sent to the licensee. 


In addition to the 20 day time 
frame, the decision of the 


Board was to also begin 
utilizing the Prosecuting 
Attorney's office for 
assistance in collecting 


uncollectible instruments that 
the Board of Nursing has been 
unsuccessful in recovering. 


When notification of an 
uncollectible instrument is 
received in this office, the 
licensee/applicant is sent a 
certified letter, return 
receipt requested. The letter 
states that repayment must be 
received within 20 days or the 
matter will be referred to the 
Prosecuting Attorney's office 
for further pursuit. The file 
of the licensee or applicant is 


flagged and verified as 
"invalid" until the 
uncollectible has been made 
good. 

If a licensee/applicant has 


contacted our office in advance 
regarding a possible 
uncollectible instrument, the 
information is maintained ina 
flagged file. When we receive 
notification from the 
Department of Revenue of the 
uncollectible instrument, 
licensee's/applicants who have 
contacted us in advance receive 
a phone call and instructions 
on submitting acceptable 
repayment. 


During the renewal period it 
can take from four (4) to six 
(6) weeks for our office to 


receive notice from the 
Department of Revenue that the 
payment will not clear’ the 
bank. Therefore, PLEASE DO NOT 
AUTOMATICALLY SEND A REPAYMENT 
when you receive notice from 
your bank, call our office 
first. We do not automatically 
accept a repayment for an 
uncollectible instrument 
without first receiving notice 
from the Department of Revenue 
that the payment was 
uncollectible. For us to do so 
would give the appearance that 
a duplicate payment is being 
made. 


If the licensee/applicant fails 
to make restitution for the 
uncollectible instrument, their 
information will be referred to 
the Prosecuting Attorney's 
office, and their name and 
license number will be listed 
in the quarterly Newsletter 
published by this office.
